NO REPRIEVE FOR POLIO 
THE fight against polio has become a 
worldwide crusade, as evidenced by the 
opening of the second international polio 
conference at Copenhagen, attended by 500 
doctors and researchers from all parts of 
the world. 
In spite of extensive efforts at various re­ 
search centers little has been learned of the 
cause or cure of the disease, and the germ 
has not been isolated. The goal now is to 
find a drug which will 
penetrate nerve 
cells and attack the polio virus. 
All medicines thus far have failed be­ 
cause the polio virus that causes the dis­ 
ease inside the nerve cells multiplies and 
destroy s the nerves. Success in discover­ 
ing such a drug will be half the battle, sci­ 
entists declare, and the quest is being step­ 
ped up in research institutions in America 
and to some extent abroad. 
Polio has been one of the toughest prob­ 
lems ever faced by medical science, with 
little progress to show for worldwide effort. 
But polio will be conquered, as were 
other fearsome diseases of the past. Tuber- 
cuosis was once regarded as 
incurable

Library of Congress Plans 


Columbus Birthday Exhibit 


Charts, M ap s and Atlases, 
Centuries-Old, On Display

ASHINGTON—Come Oct. 12, the Library of Congress will ob­ 
serve the 500th birthday (it might be the 505th) of the man v*ho 
started it all— this buslnesa of being Americans and 
not Europeans. 
The name, of course, is Christopher Columbus. 
Since the exact date of 
Columbus’ birth is unknown (generally be­ 
lieved to 
be some tune in 1451, though some scholars insist on 1446) 
the Library has picked Oct. 12, the date of the 
Great Discovery, us a fitting time-book on which to 
hang their observance of hia birthday . 
The Library ’s observance will take 
the form of a 
special exhibit of rare maps, atlaars 
and charts. 
The exhibit w ill include an atlas 
published in 1480 
(Columbus may have used this very copy in 1492); 
copies of J uan de la Cosa’s map of America, drawn 
in 1506, and a copy of Martin W aldseernuller’a map 
of 1507 which shows, first time on any map, Ameri­ 
ca as a separate continent. The 
map’s use* of the 
name "Am erica” w as also the first tim e 
the great, 
new land m ass was so designated.

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NO REPRIEVE FOR POLIO 
THE fight against polio has become a 


worldwide crusade, as evidenced by the 
opening of the second international polio 
conference at Copenhagen, attended by 500 
doctors and researchers from all parts of 
the world. 


In spite of extensive efforts at various re­ 
search centers little has been learned of the 
cause or cure of the disease, and the germ 
has not been isolated. The goal now is to 
find a drug which 
will 
penetrate 
nerve 
cells and attack the polio virus. 


All medicines thus far have failed be­ 
cause the polio virus that causes the dis­ 
ease inside the nerve cells multiplies and 
destroys the nerves. Success in discover­ 
ing such a drug will be half the battle, sci­ 
entists declare, and the quest is being step­ 
ped up in research institutions in America 
and to some extent abroad. 


Polio has been one of the toughest prob­ 
lem s ever faced by medical science, with 
little progress to show for worldwide effort. 


But polio will be conquered, as were 
other fearsome diseases of the past. Tuber- 
cuosis was once regarded 
as 
incurable 
and a death warrant for any who contract­ 
ed the disease. Thousands formerly died of 
smallpox. Even pneumonia has been rend­ 
ered virtually harmless by the discovery of 
so-called wonder drugs. 


Medical science will never give up the 
fight until a preventive as well as a cure 
for polio is found. 


TRUE OR FALSE? 
ACCORDING to a Wall Street Journal 
analysis, wage-price control is now defin­ 
itely a political football game with the con­ 
sumer headed for the short end of t h e 
score. 


Michael DiSalle’s underlings, this ac­ 
count holds, tell him the present law not 
only can hold prices down, if properly ad­ 
ministered, but actually lower them. Di- 
Salle, the Journal story says, has told his 
men not to say anything about that. 


The administration is pressing Congress 
for a stronger law, not expecting to get it, 
but planning to blame Congress for higher 
prices with the object of electing more left­ 
wing legislators next year. 


Wages, the Journal predicts, will be al­ 
lowed to go up faster than prices to keep 
the union vote in line. 


For the good of the country, it is to be 
hoped this analysis is erroneous. If it is 
true, all citizens should begin to w o r r y 
about the ultimate fate of the land of the 
free. 


Empires expand because a political vac­ 
uum is intolerable. When an expanding em ­ 
pire encounters resistance, such as Napol­ 
eon’s did in the march to Moscow, it must 
.speedily divert the attention not only of its 
people but of its satellites from a 
real 
failure to a dramatic even if only an ap­ 
parent victory. Otherwise the empire be­ 
gins to suffer on its periphery from re­ 
volts, civil wars, local nationalisms. This 
pattern is so usual that it might be accept­ 
ed as a guide to imperialistic conduct. 
This is to be noted: 


1. In the year 1951 thus far, with the ex­ 
ception of Tttbet, Russia has made no gains. 
Between 1938 and 1951, Russia’s territorial 
gains were rhythmically regular. 


2. The program for expansion into Ko­ 
rea, Burma and French Indo-China h a s 
been arrested. 
3. Politically, Russia has encountered 
among her European satellites a rising na­ 
tionalism which Marxist doctrines cannot 
void as long as Tito stands his ground. 
4. At San Francisco, Russia suffered a 
major diplomatic defeat, not as much be­ 
cause a treaty with Japan was signed by 
48 nations, but because the leadership of 
Nehru in Asia was proved to be bankrupt, 
only Burma going along with India in op­ 
position to American leadership. 


The fact that Ceylon, Indonesia, and the 
two French Indo-Chinese nations as well as 
Pakistan and the Arab states signed this 
treaty gives evidence that the results of 
the tremendous labors of the Russians in 
Asia are unsatisfactory. 


Russia must act swiftly if this defeat at 
San Francisco, following upon the failures 
in Korea and French Indo-China, is not to 
impress itself too vitally upon such a coun­ 
try as China. 
Gromyko gave the show away when, in 
answer to a question, he said that Russia 
had no ambassador in Japan but a mili­ 
tary mission. He was, of course, correct, 
because countries which are not sovereign 
do not receive ambassadors. Under t h e 
terms set forth at Potsdam (July 17-Aug. 
2, 1945) and Moscow (Dec. 
16-26, 
1945), 
Japan was an occupied country until the 
signing and ratification of the San Francis­ 
co treaty. 
- At these conferences, the nature of the 
occupation was organized. A Far Eastern 
commission was established conaisting of 
the representatives of Russia, 
England, 
United States, China, France, Netherlands, 
Canada, Australia, New Zealand, India and 
the Philippines. Also, an Allied Council for 
Japan was established consisting of the su­ 
preme commander (or his deputy), who 
shall be chairman and United States m em ­ 
ber; a Russian member; a Chinese m em ­ 
ber; and a member representing jointly 
England, Australia, New Zealand and In­ 
dia. 
The Allied council for Japan actually oc­ 
cupied Japan and set up the agencies for 
its government under the chairmanship of 
Gen. Douglas MacArthur. Member-states 
maintained military missions in Tokyo.

Charts, Maps and Atlases, 
Columbus Birthday Exhibit

Centuries-Old, On Display

ASHEK'LTON—Come Oct. 12, the Library of Congress will ob­ 
serve the 500th birthday (it might be the 505th) of the man who 
•tarted it all—this business of being Americans and not European*. 
The name, of course, is Christopher Columbus. 
Since the exact date of Columbus’ birth is unknown (generally be­ 
lieved to be some time in 1451, though some scholars insist on 1446) 
the Library has picked Get 12, the date of the 
Great Discovery, as a fitting time-hook on which to 
hang their observance of his birthday. 
The Library''! observance will take the form of a 
special exhibit of rare maps, atlas** and charts. 
The exhibit will include an atlas published in 1460 
(Columbus may have used thia very copy in 1492); 
copies of Juan de la Cosa’a map of America, drawn 
In 1506, and a copy of Martin Waldseemuller’s map 
of 1507 which shows, first time on any map, Ameri­ 
ca as a separate continent. The map s use of the 
name “America” was also the first time the great, 
new land mahs was so designated.

The letters were written, and 
when they were received in Anti­ 
och and other places where the 
gospel was being preached, there 
was great rejoicing.
